SENIOR  DRAMATICS. 

OUTLINE  OF  AMHERST  SENIOR  DRAMATICS. 

Eighteen  years  ago  amateur  theatricals 
were  first  introduced  into  Amherst  in  the 
form  of  Senior  Dramatics.  No  definite 
organization  was  proposed,  but  the  class  of 
Eighty-one  arranged  two  performances  during 
the  spring  term  of  their  senior  year,  in  order 
to  relieve  the  financial  embarassment  of 
their  class  treasury.  On  Monday  evening, 
June  13,  1881,  the  Senior  Dramatics  Club 
thus  formed  presented  in  College  Hall  the 
operetta  and  farce,  "  Class  Day."  On  the 
following  Wednesday  evening  a  travesty  on 
"  Romeo  and  Juliet  "  was  given.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  these  two  performances,  besides 
helping  to  meet  the  Commencement  ex- 
penses, were  used  to  provide  a  tablet  in 
memory  of  Professor  Root. 

The  following  year,  similar  plans  were 
started,  but  no  dramatic  performance 
resulted.  The  next  year,  however,  two 
plays  were  given.  One,  an  original  play 
written  by  Alexander  D.  Noyes  of  the  sen- 
ior class,  consisting  of  a  series  of  grinds  upon 
the  students,  townspeople  and  faculty,  was 
given  in  May.  Shortly  before  Commence- 
ment an  organization  calling  itself  The  Glee 
^&)Dlub  Dramatic  Company  presented  a  travesty 
on  "  Hamlet." 

Senior  Dramatics  were  not  firmly  estab- 
lished, however,  until  1884,  when  with  the 
assistance  of  Professor  Neill,  Goldsmith's 
comedy,  "  She  Stoops  to  Conquer  "  was  pre- 
sented a  number  of  times.  The  succeeding 
class  presented  Sheridan's  "  The  Rivals." 
From  that  time  the  dramatics  of  the  senior 
classes  have  been  organized  on  a  firm  foot- 
ing, and  have  steadily  grown  in  merit,  suc- 
cess and  scope.  The  plays  given  by  the 
various  classes  follow  :

The  class  of  Ninety-three  was  the  first  class 
to  present  their  play  outside  of  Amherst,  giv- 
ing a  performance  at  Northampton.  The 
first  Easter  trip  was  that  of  the  class  of  Nine- 
ty six.  The  most  successful  trip  thus  far 
was  that  of  "All  the  Comforts  of  Home," 
given  by  the  Seniors  last  year.  This  play 
was  produced  at  Ware,  Worcester,  South 
Framingham,  Newton  Centre,  Portsmouth, 
N.  H.,  Lakewood,  Plainfield  and  Montclair, 
N.  J.,  and  at  Goshen,  N.  Y. 

NINETY-NINE  DRAMATICS. 

The  play  selected  by  the  present  senior 
class  for  presentation  is  the  farce,  "The  Mag- 
istrate," written  by  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Pinero.the 
famous  English  playwright.  The  right  to 
present  the  play  has  been  secured  from  Mr. 
W.  H.  Baker,  of  Boston.  "The  Magistrate," 
when  first  introduced  to  the  public  at  the 
Court  Theatre  in  London,  met  with  tremend- 
ous success.  For  three  hundred  nights  the 
play  was  enthusiastically  received  by  crowded 
houses.  When  Mr.  Pinero  brought  his  play 
to  America  in  the  fall  of  1885  and  introduced 
it  at  Daly's  Theatre  in  New  York,  it  at  once 
met  with  phenomenal  success.  The  play  has 
been  given  in  various  parts  of  the  country, 
everywhere  meeting  with  the  same  good 
fortune. 

The  play  is  a  series  of  complications  aris- 
ing directly  and  indirectly  from  an  attempt  of 
Mrs.  Posket  to  conceal  the  age  of  Cis  Far- 
ringdon,  her  son  by  her  first  husband.  This 
strange  procedure  Mrs.  Posket  deems  neces- 
sary in  order  to  conceal  from  Mr.  Posket,  the 
Magistrate  of  the  Mulbury  Street  Police 
Court,  the  fact  that  she  has  imposed  upon 
him,  her  second  husband.  She  has  attempted 
to  make  him  believe  that  she  is  five  years 
younger  than  she  actually  is,  and,  accord- 
ingly, to  keep  up  this  deceit  she  must  make 
her  son,  who  is  in  reality  nineteen  years  of 
age,  appear  to  be  a  mere  boy.  The  adven- 
tures experienced  in  carrying  out  Mrs.  Pos- 
ket's  scheme  afford  no  end  of  amusement, 
and  the  entire  play  is  full  of  exceedingly  well 
arranged  ludicrous  incidents.  The  prestige 
it  has  won  on  the  stage  insures  its  success. 
The  play  as  presented  by  the  Seniors  is  ar- 
ranged in  four  acts :

EASTER  TRIP. 

Careful  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
an  extended  trip  of  the  Senior  Dramatics  to 
occupy  .the  entire  Easter  vacation.  The 
success  of  Amherst  dramatics  in  the  past 
and  the  reputation  they  have  made  has 
greatly  facilitated  the  work  of  the  manager  in 
making  arrangements  for  giving  performan- 
ces in  the  most  desirable  cities  through 
which  the  company  pass.  Besides  the  pro- 
visions of  the  management  to  secure  com- 
fort and  enjoyment  for  the  members  of  the 
cast,  extensive  arrangements  have  already 
been  made  by  those  managing  the  various 
performances  to  give  the  men  a  rousing  good 
time.  Teas,  receptions  and  dances  have 
been  lavishly  offered,  and  the  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  College  in  the  various 
places  where  the  men  stop  seem  to  be  vying 
with  each  other  in  their  efforts  to  make  the 
College  men  enjoy  themselves.    The  trip  as 
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now  planned  includes  some  ten  performances. 

Leaving  Amherst  on  Thursday  the  first 
performance  of  "The  Magistrate"  will  be 
given  in  the  Town  Hall  at  Warren.  The 
next  evening  the  play  will  be  presented  in  the 
Town  Hall  at  North  Brookfield,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  senior  class  of  the  High 
School.  Saturday  night  the  Seniors  will  give 
their  third  performance  in  Horticultural  Hall, 
Worcester,  where  arrangements  are  being 
made  to  give  the  men  a  most  enjoyable  time. 
Easter  Sunday  will  be  spent  in  Worcester. 
Leaving  there  the  following  morning,  the 
next  appearance  of  "The  Magistrate"  will 
be  on  Tuesday  evening  at  Goshen,  N.  Y., 
one  of  the  old  aristocratic  towns  of  the 
state  Here  the  performance  will  be  given 
in  Music  Hall  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Goshen  Vocal  Society,  whose  members,  ani- 
mated by  the  success  of  last  year's  dramatics, 
are  planning  all  sorts  of  entertainments  for  the 
Amherst  men.  Wednesday  evening  Stanwood 
E.Flichtner  1900, is  to  manage  a  performance 
of  the  dramatics  in  the  Englewood  Lyceum,  at 
Englewood,  N.  J.  Here  a  tea  has  been 
arranged  by  the  Amherst  alumni.  The  fol- 
lowing evening  a  performance  will  be  given 
in  the  Montclair  Club  House,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Montclair  Military  Academy 
Alumni  Association.  Not  only  will  the  Sen- 
iors be  entertained  here  on  Thursday,  but 
they  will  spend  Friday  at  Montclair,  attend- 
ing a  masquerade  ball  held  there  that  even- 
ing. The  week  will  be  ended  by  a  presen- 
tation of  the  play  in  the  concert  hall  of  the 
Lakewood  Hotel,  Lakewood,  N.  J.  It  is 
expected  that  this  will  be  one  of  the  most 
successful  presentations  of  the  trip.  Follow- 
ing the  performance,  a  dance  will  be  tendered 
in  the  hotel  ball  room.  Sunday  will  be  spent 
at  the  hotel. 

Leaving  New  Jersey,  the  Seniors  will  give 
their  play  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  on  Monday  even- 
ing, and  at  Syracuse  on  the  following  even- 
ing. The  latter  performance  will  be  given 
under  the  management  of  L.  C.  Merrell  '99, 
who  has  planned  teas  and  dances  for  the 
men.  The  last  presentation  of  the  play  dur- 
ing the  trip  will  be  given  in  the  Opera  House 
at  Waterville,  N.  Y.  This  performance  will 
be  managed  by  C.  G.  Brainard  '96,  E.  G. 
Locke  ex-'99,  and  H.  K.  W.  Kellogg  '99. 
After  this  performance  the  Senior  Dramatics 
Company  will  at  once  return  to  Amherst, 
arriving  on  Thursday  morning,  the  day  Col- 
lege opens  for  the  spring  term. 

Elaborate  preparations  have  been  made  to 
advertise  "The  Magistrate."  Two  sizes  of 
posters  have  been  gotten  out,  as  well  as  a 


large  number  of  smaller  photogravures  and 
photographs  of  the  cast.  These  include 
some  fifteen  different  groups  taken  from  the 
play,  and  constitute  an  important  part  of  the 
large  outlay  which  has  been  made  in  adver- 
tising. For  the  performances  an  exception- 
ally neat  and  attractive  program  has  been 
prepared.  It  is  a  six-page  brochure  and  con- 
tains a  half-tone  picture  of  the  cast.  The 
cover  is  of  olive  parchment,  on  which  is 
printed  in  a  very  dark  shade  of  olive,  an  at- 
tractive design  by  Mr.  Arthur  Dodds,  of 
Rochester, N.Y.  The  program  is  published 
by  Griffiths,  Axtell  &  Cady,  of  Holyoke. 

Arrangements  for  presentations  of  the  play 
during  the  spring  term  have  not  as  yet  been 
completed,  other  than  for  the  regular  Am- 
herst and  Northampton  performances.  It  is 
hoped,  however,  that  performances  can  be 
arranged  for  in  Gloucester,  Monson, New  Lon- 
don, Conn.,  Newton,  Orange,  N.  J.,  Scran- 
ton,  Pa.,  Springfield,  Ware  and  Westfield. 

REVIEW  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  twelve  months  just  passed  have 
been  in  many  ways  notable  in  Amherst's 
history  and  a  brief  review  of  them  may  not 
be  out  of  place  at  this  time.  To  some,  the 
prospect  of  a  year  without  an  acting  presi- 
dent seemed  occasion  for  grave  doubts  and 
fears.  The  results,  however,  have  proved 
such  fears  to  have  been  groundless.  Seldom 
has  a  year  passed  with  so  little  friction  and 
so  few  unpleasant  features  to  mar  the  pleas- 
ant relations  existing  between  faculty  and 
students.  The  administration  committee 
has  performed  its  duties  faithfully  and  well 
and  there  has  been  but  slight  occasion  for 
criticism  from  either  undergraduates  or 
alumni.  Indeed,  it  has  seemed  as  if  all  had 
felt  the  added  responsibilities  and  had  been 
interested  in  placing  the  College  in  the  best 
possible  condition  to  receive  its  new  presi- 
dent. 

Since  last  year  there  have  been  some 
changes  made  in  the  membership  of  the  fac- 
ulty and  in  the  curriculum — some  of  neces- 
sity and  others  along  the  line  of  improvement. 
One  new  department  has  been  added — that 
of  Modern  Governments  and  their  Adminis- 
tration conducted  by  Professor  Grosvenor. 
Dr.  Gallinger  was  engaged  as  assistant  in  the 
department  of  History,  but  was  obliged  to 
give  up  work  some  time  ago  on  account  of 
ill  health,  since  which  time  both  Junior  and 
Senior  History  have  been  in  charge  of  Pro- 
fessor Morse.  Professor  Churchill  has 
offered  a  new  course  in  Old  and  Middle 
English.    Third   year   courses   have  been 


given  in  both  German  and  French  and  Mr. ^ 
F.  0.  Reed  '99,  has  served  as  assistant  in™ 
the  latter  department.  A  course  in  music 
has  been  given  by  Mr.  Bigelow  during  the 
winter  term,  and  one  in  Hebrew  has  also 
been  offered  by  Professor  Smith.  Mr. 
Pierce,  the  Kellogg  Fellow,  has  given  a 
course  of  lectures  during  the  winter  term 
which  has  counted  as  a  full  course  for 
Seniors. 

Wise  faculty  legislation  has  put  church 
and  chapel  attendance  upon  a  sounder  basis 
by  removing  many  of  the  temptations  which 
existed  under  the  former  system.  The 
scholarship  of  the  College  has  maintained  a 
high  standard  and  thus  far  no  organization 
has  been  weakened  by  failure  of  men  to  meet 
the  scholarship  requirements.  The  faculty 
regulations  provide  that  no  man  shall  repre- 
sent the  College  on  any  team  or  organization 
who  has  more  than  one  deficiency  upon  the 
books  of  the  Registrar,  or  whose  work  in  the 
current  term  is  so  unsatisfactory  as  to  call 
for  special  action  on  the  part  of  the  faculty. 
A  new  regulation  has  also  been  put  into  effect 
whereby  but  one  opportunity  is  given  for 
making  up  delinquencies  in  cut-over  work  or 
final  examinations,  the  time  appointed  for 
such  work  being  during  the  third  week  after 
the  opening  of  the  term. 

The  College  has  been  kept  prominently—^ 
before  the  public  by  the  various  publications™ 
and  lectures  given  by  members  of  the  fac- 
ulty. Professors  Grosvenor,  Tyler  and  Rich- 
ardson have  appeared  prominently  on  the  lec- 
ture platform  and  books  have  been  published 
during  the  year  by  Professors  Grosvenor, 
Frink,  Smith,  Todd,  Crook  and  Churchill. 
The  trips  of  the  Musical  Clubs  and 
the  Senior  Dramatics  during  the  coming  vaca- 
tion promise  also  to  represent  the  College  in 
a  highly  creditable  manner. 

The  Amherst  Alumni  Teachers'  Exchange 
has  recently  been  established  by  the  faculty 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  Amherst  men  in 
securing  good  positions  as  teachers  and 
promises  to  be  an  invaluable  aid  to  all  grad- 
uates of  the  College  who  desire  to  teach. 

After  trying  last  year  the  experiment  of 
having  a  Commencement  orator  the  trustees 
have  reverted  to  the  old  system  of  Com- 
mencement speakers  chosen  on  a  basis  of 
scholarship. 

The  Fayerweather  case,  which  has  so  long 
been  a  matter  of  dispute,  has  at  last  been 
settled  and  Amherst  has  received  its  share  of 
the  bequest.  Extensive  improvements  have 
been  made  on  the  campus  and  the  finely 
graded  lawn  north  of  Walker  Hall  would^ 
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hardly  be  recognized  as  the  site  of  the  old 
apple  orchard.  Hitchcock  Hall  and  the  old 
'Boyden  House  have  been  remodeled  and 
refurnished  and  have  been  converted  into 
College  Commons  conducted  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Treasurer  Fairbanks.  It  is  a  step  in 
the  development  of  a  larger  plan  which  he 
hopes  to  be  able  to  put  into  operation.  The 
system  has  been  a  success  from  the  student's 
point  of  view. 

With  the  Junior  Prom., Glee  Club  concerts, 
several  annual  fraternity  receptions  and  an 
unusually  large  number  of  informal  recep- 
tions the  social  life  of  the  College  has  not 
been  dull.  The  social  relations  existing 
between  faculty  and  students  have  been  made 
even  more  cordial  than  in  the  past  by  "  teas," 
"  at  homes  "  and  musicales  given  by  members 
of  the  faculty  and  their  wives,  and  by  various 
conferences  on  matters  of  College  policy. 

The  department  of  Physical  Education 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Phillips  and  Mr. 
Nelligan  has  been  placed  on  a  sounder  basis. 
The  work  in  that  department  has  been  placed 
as  nearly  as  possible  on  a  level  with  other 
courses  in  the  curriculum.  More  variety 
and  efficiency  have  been  introduced  into  the 
class  drills  and  very  successful  classes  in 
heavy  gymnastics  have  been  conducted  by 
Mr.  Nelligan.  An  experiment,  previously 
commented  on, has  been  tried  this  year  of  mak- 
ing a  change  in  the  method  of  holding  the 
indoor  meets  and  has  proved  entirely  sue  • 
cessful. 

The  most  important  event  for  years  for 
Amherst  in  athletics  has  been  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  old  triangular  league,  and  the  for- 
mation of  a  new  league  in  all  three  branches 
of  athletics  between  Amherst,  Williams  and 
Wesleyan,  which  bids  fair  to  be  an  advan- 
tageous union  to  all  three  colleges. 

The  season  in  football  was  marked  by 
many  encouraging  circumstances,  not  so 
much  because  of  actual  results  accomplished 
as  for  the  lessons  learned  in  regard  to  the 
need  and  the  power  of  a  strong  college  spirit 
and  the  value  of  alumni  coaches  for  the 
teams.  The  baseball  and  track  teams  are  yet 
to  be  tested  and  it  is  hardly  safe  to  attempt 
prophecy.  The  baseball  training  quarters 
have  been  greatly  enlarged  by  the  use  of 
Barrett  Gymnasium.  The  team  is  fortunate 
in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Nichols  as 
coach  and  with  the  aid  of  the  alumni  coaches 
next  term  ought  to  make  a  record  creditable 
to  Amherst.  The  practical  interest  taken 
by  the  younger  alumni  in  athletics  especially, 
has  done  much  toward  placing  the  College 
in  its  present  encouraging  position  and  we 


cannot  but  feel  that  the  immediate  future  is 
bright.  Class  rivalry  has  in  large  measure 
given  place  to  College  enthusiasm  and  a 
general  feeling  of  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  College.  The  spirit  of  criticism  is  less 
rife  than  it  was  a  year  ago,  not  that  there  is 
nothing  to  criticise  but  that  the  general  desire 
to  find  fault  regardless  of  sufficient  grounds 
is  fading  away  and  a  spirit  of  co-operation 
and  helpfulness  is  taking  its  place. 

The  above  is  a  most  general  sort  of  state- 
ment of  what  appears  to  us  to  be  the  con- 
dition of  the  College.  To  express  it  in  a 
word,  it  appears  to  us  to  be  in  a  state  of 
healthy  activity  and  growth  and  with  the 
right  man  at  its  head  it  must  take  a  leading 
position  among  colleges  in  every  department 
of  college  life  and  work.

During  the  time  between  the  close  of  the 
Heavy  Gym.  Exibition  and  the  concert  of 
the  Musical  Clubs  last  Wednesday,  several  of 
the  fraternities  gave  informal  dances.  At 
the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  House,  an  informal 
dance  was  given  from  4-00  to  6-00  o'clock 
after  which  a  chafing-dish  supper  was  served.

We  have  received  letters  from 
members  of  the  alumni  associations  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  who  desire 
information  in  order  that  when  the  time 
comes  they  may  cast  their  ballots  for  the 
man  most  capable  to  fill  the  position.  Unless 
something  of  the  matter  is'said  in  The  Stu- 
dent columns  and  recommendations  made, 
many  alumni  cannot  know  the  facts.  There 
is  still  time  for  this  before  the  election  and 
for  the  benefit  of  the  alumni  body  we  shall  be 
glad  to  impart  any  information  which  may 
come  to  our  hands. 


The  Musical  Clubs  and  the  Senior  Dra- 
matics will  start  on  their  Easter  trips  next 
week  and  will  travel  during  the  entire  vaca- 
tion. Both  of  these  organizations  have 
worked  faithfully  and  we  believe  that  credita- 
ble entertainments  will  be  afforded  by  both. 
But  the  men  who  compose  these  associations 
should  bear  in  mind  that  while  they  repre- 
sent the  College  they  also  hold  in  their  hands 
the  reputation  of  the  College.  The  good  or 
bad  conduct  of  individuals  will  leave  a  credit- 
able or  a  harmful  effect  behind  it  which  will 
ultimately  find  its  way  to  benefit  or  to  injure 
the  standing  of  Amherst  in  the  outside  world. 
We  trust  that  this  fact  will  be  recognized  and 
that  these  organizations  may  leave  favorable 
impressions  wherever  they  go.  In  such  trips 
an  opportunity  is  often  offered  to  influence 
good  men  to  come  to  Amherst,  and  we  trust 
that  no  opportunity  will  be  allowed  to  pass 
where  a  good  word  can  be  spoken  for  the 
College.  We  wish  both  the  Musical  Clubs 
and  the  Dramatics  most  pleasant  and  profita- 
ble trips. 


With  the  approach  of  the  baseball  sea- 
son it  is  the  duty  of  every  man  in  College  to 
provide  himself  with  a   season   ticket  of 


admission  to   the  games.     The  baseball 
association  in  not  asking  for  contributions^ 

from  the  members  of  the  College  has  to 
depend  almost  entirely  upon  the  gate  receipts 
to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  team.  As 
long  as  the  College  responds  liberally  in  the 
purchase  of  these  tickets  there  will  be  no 
occasion  to  tax  the  classes  for  the  support  of 
the  team.  Consequently  it  is  important 
that  at  least  two  hundred  tickets,  an  average 
of  fifty  to  a  class,  be  sold  before  the  first 
game.  The  mere  convenience  and  saving  to 
the  individual  by  the  purchase  of  a  season 
ticket  should  be  sufficient  reason  why  these 
two  hundred  tickets  should  meet  with  a 
ready  sale.  Out  of  a  total  thirty-two  games 
scheduled,  twenty-three  will  be  played  on 
Pratt  Field.  Thus  the  purchase  of  a  sea- 
son ticket  at  five  dollars  insures  the  holder 
admission  to  all  games  at  the  small  average 
price  of  twenty-two  cents  a  game.  The 
candidates  for  the  team  are  working  hard 
and  the  College  should  show  its  appreciation 
of  their  work  and  its  willingness  to  back  the 
team  on  Pratt  Field  by  an  immediate  pur- 
chase of  the  two  hundred  tickets. 


In  another  column  will  be  found  a  brief 
review  of  the  year  that  has  passed  since  the 
present  Editorial  Board  assumed  control  of 
The  Student  and  a  statement  of  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  the  College  as  seen  from^ 
our  point  of  view.  Of  our  own  work  during 
the  year  we  have  little  to  say  ;  it  is  before 
the  College  and  speaks  for  itself.  We  may 
say,  however,  that  we  have  endeavored  to 
make  the  paper  a  true  representative  of  the 
College.  In  an  institution  such  as  ours 
where  events  are  for  the  most  part  routine, 
the  news  presents  the  same  general  charac- 
teristics from  year  to  year  and  it  is  largely  a 
question  of  how  to  present  it  in  a  readable 
and  attractive  way.  News  of  a  startling  or 
sensational  nature  is  rarely  found  in  a  college 
weekly  and  we  have  made  no  effort  to  estab- 
lish a  precedent  in  this  matter.  Editorially 
we  have  aimed  to  be  independent,  positive 
and  at  the  same  time  considerate,  endeavor- 
ing each  week  to  reflect  the  opinion  of  the 
student  body  as  a  whole  and  not  merely  that 
of  eight  or  ten  men,  always  avoiding  petty 
criticism.  While  we  do  not  believe  Amherst 
to  be  yet  perfect,  we  do  believe  that  there 
has  been  a  decided  advance  along  all  lines 
of  College  activity  the  past  year  and  that 
there  is  occasion  for  deep,  earnest  loyalty  on 
the  part  of  every  Amherst  man.  The  atti- 
tude which  the  alumni  have  this  year 
assumed   toward  the  College  is  worthy  of 
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comment.  The  reunions  the  country  over 
have  been  characterized  by  an  enthusiasm 
for  the  College  seldom,  if  ever,  witnessed 
among  Amherst  graduates  and  has,  particu- 
larly in  the  case  of  the  younger  alumni,  been  of 
a  most  practical  sort  and  augurs  well  for  the 
future  of  the  College.  We  cannot  give  up 
our  control  of  The  Student  without  express- 
ing our  appreciation  of  the  uniform  courtesy 
which  we  have  received  during  the  year 
from  alumni,  faculty  and  undergraduates. 
We  leave  our  work  in  this  department  of 
Amherst  life  with  a  deeper  interest  in  Am- 
herst's welfare  than  when  we  began  it,  a  fuller 
realization  of  her  possibilities,  and  a  stronger 
determination  to  do  our  part  in  making  Am- 
herst College  all  it  is  possible  for  her  to 
become. 


Of  the  criticism  in  the  current  number  of 
the  Lit  we  may  say  that  the  practice  followed 
by  the  retiring  board  of  issuing  its  publication 
at  any  time  during  the  month  from  the  first 
day  to  the  last,  or  even  of  putting  over  one 
month's  issue  into  the  next  month, and  its  ap- 
pearance on  the  day  we  go  to  press  has  some 
times  necessitated  a  more  or  less  hasty  reading 
of  its  pages  on  our  part.  We  submit,  however, 
that  whenever  any  article  of  real  merit  has 
appeared  in  its  columns  it  has  invariably 
been  mentioned  by  us  and  that  our  comments 
have  been  quite  as  flattering  as  those  of  the 
student  body  as  a  whole.  The  suggestion 
made  by  the  Lit  that  we  ask  some  member 
of  the  faculty  or  a  member  of  the  senior 
class  to  meaning,  of  course.a  Senior  not  on  the 
Board — do  our  work  for  us  may  be  taken  in 
either  of  two  ways ;  as  implying  that  the 
Lit  is  afraid  The  Student  will  not  sufficiently 
gloss  over  its  defects,  or  that  The  Student 
is  incapable  of  doing  its  work.  Taking  into 
consideration  the  objects  of  the  two  publica- 
tions and  the  work  done  by  them  during  the 
year  we  believe  that  the  College  will  observe 
as  much  "  dignity"  and  "  acumen  "  in  the 
weekly  as  in  the  monthly.  It  may  be 
necessary  for  the  Lit  to  call  on  members  of 
the  faculty  when  an  article  is  needed  to 
give  "dignity"  to  its  pages  but  it  never  has  been 
and  is  not  now  necessary  for  The  Student  to 
resort  to  this  means.  We  wish  to  be  under- 
stood, however,  as  being  on  the  most  friendly 
relations  with  the  Lit.  We  recognize  the 
ability  of  the  members  of  the  retiring  board 
and  the  fact  that  the  quality  of  the  magazine 
during  the  year,  wherein  it  has  failed  to 
reach  the  standard  set  by  previous  boards, 
has  not  been  the  fault  of  the  editors  so  much 
as  of  the  undergraduates  as  a  whole.  This 


indifference  on  the  part  of  men  in  College 
who  might  do  creditable  work  in  this  line  is 
deplored  not  less  by  The  Student  than  by 
the  Lit  and  we  hope  that  a  decided  change 
in  this  particular  will  be  noticed  in  the  coming 
year.

SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

The  twenty-fourth  session  of  the  Sauveur 
Summer  School  of  Languages  will  be  held 
at  Amherst  College  from  July  10  to  August 
1 8.  Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
corps  of  instructors  but  in  the  main  it  is  the 
same  as  last  year.  Dr.  L.  Sauveur,  the 
president  of  the  faculty  is  at  the  head  of  the 
French  department  as  usual.  He  offers  two 
courses, one  advanced  and  the  other  for  begin- 
ners. The  advanced  course  will  consist  of 
a  series  of  lectures  on  French  writers  fol- 
lowed by  discussions  with  the  class.  His 
beginners  course  will  be  conducted  accord- 
ing to  the  Natural  Method  with  which  Dr. 
Sauveur  has  been  so  successful  in  teaching 
the  language.  There  will  be  three  compe- 
tent assistant  instructors  in  the  department. 

Courses  will  also  be  offered  in  German, 
Italian  and  Spanish, the  aim  of  which  will  be  to 
teach  the  pupils  to  converse  fluently  in  those 
tongues.  They  will  be  under  the  direction  of 
able  instructors  as  will  also  the  courses  in 
Latin,  and  Ancient  and  Modern  Greek.  Rev. 
David  Sprague,  of  Amherst,  will  as  usual 
have  charge  of  the  department  of  Hebrew. 
Librarian  W.  I.  Fletcher  will  continue  his 
popular  course  in  Library  Economy  which  he 
has  given  for  the  past  eight  years.  His 
pupils  will  have  access  to  the  College  Library 
of  70,000  volumes.  William  J.  Rolfe,  the 
well  known  Shakesperean  scholar,  will  again 
take  the  department  of  English  Literature. 


The  chief  work  of  this  department  will  be 
the  explanation  and  practical  illustration  of 
what  Dr.  Rolfe  regards  as  the  best  method 
of  studying  and  teaching  English  Literature. 
One  or  more  plays  of  Shakespeare  will  be 
read  and  several  formal  lectures  on  Shakes- 
peare and  other  literary  topics  will  be  delivered 
by  Dr.  Rolfe. 

The  department  of  Economics  will  be  in 
charge  of  Professor  Crook,  of  Amherst,  and 
Mr.  Elmer  S.  Newton  '95  will  conduct  the 
course  in  Chemistry.  Rev.  David  Sprague 
is  manager  of  the  school  for  this  season.

COMMUNICATION. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Student  : — 
Church  and  chapel  conduct  is  a  subject 
that  seldom  requires  adverse  comment. 
During  the  past  term  the  behavior  of  the 
students  in  chapel  and  church  has  been  on 
the  whole  most  commendable.  However, 
occasional  forgetfulness  or  carelessness  on 
the  part  of  a  few  students  has  been  the  cause 
of  no  little  annoyance  at  these  services.

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BASEBALL. 


Amherst's  baseball  season  begins  in 
earnest  this  afternoon  when  we  meet  Yale  on 
Pratt  Field.  Then  we  shall  expect  to  see 
the  fruits  of  the  careful  and  continuous  train- 
ing of  the  players  which  began  early  last 
term  and  has  continued,  with  an  interruption 
of  only  five  days,  throughout  the  Easter 
vacation  and  up  to  the  present  time. 
Although  the  training  has  covered  a  long 
period,  it  was  less  than  two  weeks  ago  that 
the  men  were  able  to  get  out  of  doors  for 
practice.  Blake  Field  was  used  one  day 
last  week,  but  otherwise  all  of  the  real  prac- 
tice of  the  team  has  been  held,  through  the 
kindness  of  the  management  of  the  baseball 
team  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  col- 
lege, on  the  grounds  of  the  latter.  The 
games  which  were  played  with  the  M.  A.  C. 
as  well  as  the  game  played  with  Williston  on 
Wednesday  were  nothing  more  than  practice 
games,  and  consequently  it  is  impracticable 
and  indeed  Impossible  to  make  any  state- 
ments regarding  the  prospects  for  the  season. 
The  men  have  been  changed  about  in  their 
positions,  and  it  is  certain  that  before  this 
afternoon's  game  there  will  be  another  gen- 
eral shift  which  will  affect  nearly  every  man 
jafen  the  squad.  One  thing  which  Is  practically 
^^ttled  is  that  Captain  Righter  will  go  back 
to  his  old  position  on  second  base.  Where 
the  other  men  will  be  placed,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Whitney  and  Hawley  as  catchers 
and  the  four  candidates  for  the  pitcher's  box, 
is  a  matter  of  uncertainty,  depending  wholly 
on  the  showings  made  by  the  men  in  the 
practice  games.  Before  the  game  with 
Wesleyan  next  Wednesday ,the  squad  will  be 
reduced  to  thirteen  men. 

Though  the  team  has  been  seriously  handi- 
capped by  the  inability  to  use  our  own  field 
and  the  lack  of  practice  outside  of  the  cage, 
the  men  are  in  good  condition  as  a  whole 
and  are  steadily  improving  in  their  playing. 
Harris,  who  sprained  his  ankle  the  first  of  the 
week,  will  be  out  before  the  championship 
games.  Fisher  is  being  treated  by  a  special- 
ist and  without  doubt  will  be  back  in  the  box 
within  a  few  days.  Unfortunately  a  few  men 
are  somewhat  back  in  their  work,  but  they 
are  rapidly  making  up  their  delinquencies 
and  will  be  able  to  play  before  the  game 
with  Williams. 

This  term  the  team  is  being  coached  by 
alumni  and  arrangements  have  been  made 
to  have  the  best  baseball  players  Amherst 
^as  ever  had  come  back  here  at  intervals  to 


coach  this  year's  team.  Among  the  alumni 
who  have  consented  to  do  all  In  their  power 
to  bring  out  a  championship  team  and  who

THIS  AFTERNOON. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  suits  will  be 
here  in  time  for  use  in  the  game  with  Yale 
this  afternoon.

OUR  RIVALS. 

Wesleyan  has  the  advantage  over  her 
rivals  in  that  the  'varsity  was  able  to  have 
outdoor  practice  about  a  month  sooner  than 
either  Amherst  or  Williams.  The  work  of 
the  team  has  been  progressive,  and  un- 
usually good  games  have  been  put  up  against 
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both  Yale  and  Princeton.  Contrary  to  all 
expectation  Wesleyan  lost  her  first  cham- 
pionship game,  but  owing  to  the  conditions 
under  which  the  game  was  played  it  can 
scarcely  be  taken  as  a  criterion  of  the  team's 
work.  On  the  whole  Wesleyan  promises  to 
have  a  stronger  team  than  she  did  last  year. 

Williams  like  Amherst  is  handicapped  by 
the  lateness  of  spring,  but  the  players  are 
farther  advanced  than  they  were  last  year  at 
this  time.  A  squard  of  eighteen  men  was 
retained  during  vacation  for  practice  under 
Coach  Ganzel  of  the  Boston  league  team. 
Only  one  of  last  year's  team  was  lost  by 
graduation.  Former  Capt.  Ross,  however, 
will  not  be  able  no  play  on  account  of  ill- 
health.  The  strongest  point  will  undoubtedly 
be  the  battery,  though  the  whole  team  gives 
promise  of  being  unusually  strong.  Only 
one  practice  game  was  played  by  the  team 
and  that  was  won  by  a  score  of   19  to  5.

MUSICAL  CLUBS  EASTER  TRIP. 

With  the  exception  of  the  concerts  at 
Chicago,  111.,  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  and  Pontiac, 
Mich.,  which  were  finally  abandoned,  the 
Easter  trip  of  the  Musical  Association  was 
carried  out  as  scheduled,  and  the  six  con- 
certs given  in  the  states  of  New  York, 
New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  were  highly 
successful  and  enjoyable  from  an  artistic  and 
social  point  of  view.  The  clubs  were  greeted 
by  large,  enthusiastic  audiences  at  nearly 
every  concert  and  were  royally  entertained 
whenever  opportunity  offered.  A  special 
railroad  car  was  provided  for  the  comfort  off 
the  clubs  in  traveling  the  greater  part  of  the 
trip  and  the  accommodations  everywhere 
were  exceptionally  good.  The  Glee 
club  was  considerably  weakened  by  the 
absence  of  Messrs.  Young,  1900,  and  Her- 
rick,  1901.  A.  T.  Child,  '98,  accompanied 
the  clubs  on  the  entire  trip  and  Albert  Moss- 
man,  '98,  joined  them  at  Lakewood,  N.  J., 
and  at  New  York.  Mr.  Young  also  sang 
with  the  Glee  club  at  New  York. 

The  clubs  consisting  of  twenty-six  men 
left  Amherst,  at  7-33  o'clock,  Saturday 
morning,  April  1,  for  Lakewood,  N.  J.,  where 
the  first  concert  scheduled  was  given  Sat- 
urday evening  at  the  Lakewood  Hotel  to  a 
good-sized  audience.  After  the  concert,  the 
clubs  were  tendered  a  dance  and  reception 
which  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of 
Lakewood  young  ladies.  Leaving  Lakewood , 
Sunday  afternoon,  April  2,  the  clubs  pro- 
ceeded to  Warren,  Pa.  The  concert  there 
on  April  3  was  managed  by  J.  G.  Smith,  '96, 
and  was  given  under  the  auspices  of  the 
ladies  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
Warren  Opera  House.  The  clubs  were 
greeted  with  a  large  and  appreciative  audience 
who  encored  nearly  every  selection.  Follow- 
ing the  concert,  the  ladies  of  Warren  gav^ 
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a  reception  in  the  chapel  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  where  light  refreshments  were  served. 
Amherst  colors  were  in  abundance,  the  two 
long  tables  being  appropriately  decorated 
with  purple  and  white. 

Oil  City,  the  home  of  Manager  G.  W. 
Moore,  was  the  next  place  at  which  a  con- 
cert was  given.  Mr.  Moore  held  a  recep- 
tion for  the  clubs  from  3-00  until  5-00 
o'clock  Tuesday,  April  4.  In  the  evening 
Foster  Hall  was  more  than  crowded  with  an 
enthusiastic  audience.  A  very  enjoyable 
dance  was  given  after  the  concert. 

The  next  stop  was  at  Allegheny  City, 
directly  across  the  river  from  Pittsburg. 
The  "concert  was  given  in  Carnegie  Music 
Hall  to  a  rather  small  audience.  Later  in 
the  evening,  the  clubs  were  guests  at  the 
L.  A.  W.  smoker  in  Pittsburg.  The  follow- 
ing is  taken  from  a  Pittsburg  paper  of  April 
6.  "  College  men's  concerts  are  always 
enjoyable.  That  of  the  Amherst  College 
Musical  Association  in  Allegheny  Carnegie 
Hall  last  evening  was  especially  so.  The 
various  clubs  of  the  association  are  excel- 
lent, especially  the  two  instrumental  clubs. 
In  fact,  better  ones  are  seldom  heard  in 
Pittsburg  or  Allegheny.  Pittsburg  is 
not  an  Amherst  town  by  any  means 
and  considering  the  fact  of  the  few  Amherst 
followers  in  the  two  cities  there  was  a  large 
audience  and  it  was  most  enthusiastic. 
Almost  every  number  on  the  program  was 
encored  heartily  and  the  boys  responded 
cheerfully." 

From  Pittsburg  the  clubs  enjoyed  a  delight- 
ful trip  up  the  Allegheny  river  through 
Altoona,  Harrisburgand  Philadelphia,  arriving 
at  Atlantic  City, N.J. ,  Thursday  night.  After 
a  stop  of  four  days  at  the  The  Shelburne  a 
concert  was  given  in  the  Academy  of  Music, 
Atlantic  City,  Monday  evening,  April  10,to  a 
good-sized  audience. 

The  last  and  perhaps  the  best  concert  of 
the  trip  was  given,  on  the  following  night  in 
Carnegie  Lyceum,  57th  street  and  7th  ave- 
nue, New  York.  The  clubs  were  greeted  by 
a  very  enthusiastic  audience, including  many 
Amherst  alumni, and  the  program  was  exceed- 
ingly well  rendered. 

In  spite  of  disappointment  of  beingobliged 
to  give  up  the  western  trip,  the  musical 
clubs  were  unusually  fortunate  this  year  in 
having  a  fine  schedule  of  engagements  and 
the  concerts  almost  without  exception  were 
of  a  high  order  of  merit  as  the  various 
press  reports  indicate.  Arrangements  are 
being  made  for  several  concerts  in  neighbor- 
towns  during  the  present  term. 


TRACK  TEAM. 

Training  for  the  track  team  began  last 
Friday  afternoon  and  will  continue  through 
the  term  up  to  the  time  of  the  Triangular 
meet,  which  is  to  be  held  this  year  at  Pratt 
Field,  June  3.  Thus  far  about  forty  men 
have  come  out  in  competition  for  the  team, 
including  a  few  new  men.  The  training  will 
be  held  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Nelligan, 
as  usual,  every  afternoon  on  Pratt  Field. 
When  there  is  no  ball  game  on  Monday, 
Tuesday,  Thursday  or  Friday  afternoons, 
practice  will  begin  promptly  at  4-00  o'clock, 
and  on  half  holidays  at  3-00  o'clock.  At  other 
times  training  will  be  held  at  4-45  o'clock. 
As  soon  as  possible  the  men  will  be  arranged 
in  squads  and  each  man  will  be  assigned 
with  a  certain  number  of  others  competing 
in  the  same  class  of  events.  The  annual 
spring  meet  will  be  held  ten  days  before  the 
Worcester  meet,  which  comes  May  20.  At 
the  spring  meet  the  team  will  be  selected  to 
compete  in  the  Worcester  and  Triangular 
meets  to  follow.  The  training  must  neces- 
sarily be  hard  and  faithful  this  year  on  account 
of  the  short  time  for  preparation. 

C.  A.  Strong,  '98,  is  strongly  agitating  the 
arrangement  of  a  dual  meet  between  an 
Amherst  freshman  team  and  the  new  Willis- 
ton  team.  If  held  at  all,  it  will  in  all  proba- 
bility be  at  Easthampton  on  the  new  field, 
but  there  is  a  question  as  to  the  advisability 
of  such  a  meet  and  as  yet  nothing  definitely 
has  been  decided.  The  Amherst — M.  I.  T. 
dual  league,  the  first  meet  of  which  was 
held  at  Riverside  last  year,  has  been  aban- 
doned. The  track  team  will  not  be  repre- 
sented in  the  Pennsylvania  relay  races  this 
year  and  as  to  whether  Amherst  will  enter 
men  at  the  Mott  Haven  games  will  depend 
on  the  success  attained  in  other  meets  of  the 
spring. 


BROWN-DARTMOUTH  LEAGUE. 

The  poposition  to  unite  Brown  and  Dart- 
mouth by  a  two-year  league  in  baseball  and 
football  was  recently  defeated  by  an  almost 
unanimous  vote  of  Brown  students.  At  a 
meeting  held  early  in  March  the  idea  of  a 
new  league  met  with  the  hearty  approval  of 
the  undergraduates,  but  since  then  nearly  all 
the  prominent  athletes  among  the  younger 
alumni  vigorously  opposed  the  scheme. 
Brown  annuls  her  former  action  on  the 
ground  that  Dartmouth  is  not  in  her  class, 
as  shown  by  the  scores  of  recent  years,  and 
not  likely  to  be  soon,  according  to  the  rate 
of  increase  in  the  number  of  students  at 
the  respective  colleges.

R.  S.  Hubbard,  1900.  and  E.  St.  J.  Ward, 
1900.  Each  member  of  the  two  teams  is  to 
play  three  games  with  each  man  on  the 
opposing  team. 


COMMISSION  OF  N.  E.  COLLEGES. 

The  Commission  of  New  England  colleges 
on  admission  examinations  held  its  thirteenth 
annual  meeting  at  Boston  University,  April 
3  and  4.  Professor  Cowles,  Amherst's  rep- 
resentative on  the  commission,  attended. 
The  chief  subject  of  discussion  was  in 
regard  to  the  difference  in  certificates  which 
are  accepted  by  the  various  colleges.  There 
was  also  a  discussion  as  to  whether  it  is 
I  desirable  to  have  uniform  examination  papers 
for  all  of  the  colleges  in  the  commission. 


JUNIOR  HISTORY. 

The  decision  of  Dr.  Gallinger,  on  the 
advice  of  his  physician,  not  to  resume  his 
work  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  has 
necessitated  a  change  in  the  Junior  History 
course.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
whereby  Dr.  Charles  D.  Hazen,  professor  of 
History  at  Smith  College,  will  have  charge 
of  the  junior  work  this  term,  meeting  the 
division  but  three  hours  a  week  on  Monday, 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday. 
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We  are  again  pleased  to  see  the  loyalty 
of  the  alumni  taking  material  form  as  is 
shown  by  the  offer  of  the  newly  formed 
Amherst  Club  of  Chicago,  to  give  two  prizes 
for  new  Amherst  College  songs.  The  need 
of  more  distinctive  Amherst  songs  has  long 
been  felt  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the 
Chicago  alumni  have  taken  the  initiative  in 
an  attempt  to  produce  more  worthy  College 
songs.  We  voice  the  sentiment  of  the  Col- 
lege in  thanking  them  for  this  expression  of 
their  allegiance  to  their  Alma  Mater. 

Wednesday,  Patriots'  Day,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  was  generally  observed  through- 
out the  state  by  public  and  private  institu- 
tions. The  failure  of  the  College  to  recog- 
nize the  importance  of  the  event  which 
occurred  on  April  19,  1775,  by  at  least 
holding  some  sort  of  commemorative  exer- 
cises in  Chapel  is  to  be  regretted.  During 
the  past  few  years  there  seems  to  have  been 
a  deplorable  tendency  in  the  College  to  pass 
over  national  and  state  holidays  without  due 
recognition  of  the  events  in  honor  of  which 
they  were  instituted. 

The  College  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  for 
their  kindness  in  allowing  the  baseball  team 
the  use  of  their  grounds  during  vacation  and 
after  college  opened.  It  was.tosay  the  least, 
fortunate  for  the  Amherst  team  that  these 


grounds  were  opened  to  them  as  Pratt  Field 
has  not  been  in  any  condition  to  use  all  the 
vacation  and  Blake  Field  was  not  in  good 
shape  nor  was  it  convenient  for  daily  practice. 
The  Student  voices  the  sentiment  of  the 
entire  College  in  expressing  thanks  to  the 
management  of  the  M.  A.  C.  team  for  the 
favors  shown. 


It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Dr.  Gallinger  is 
still  unable  to  resume  his  work  in  Junior 
History.  We  deem  it  especially  fortunate, 
however,  that  Dr.  Hazen  of  Smith  college 
was  available  as  an  instructor  to  conduct  the 
course  this  term.  His  reputation  as  the 
head  of  the  department  of  History  in  Smith 
college  speaks  unquestionably  for  his  abil- 
ity as  a  teacher,  and  though  a  graduate  of 
another  college  he  comes  to  Amherst 
to  teach  what  he  has  studied  under 
the  inspiration  and  instruction  of  Amherst 
graduates  in  other  institutions.  In  spite  of 
the  changes  that  have  taken  place  since  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  the  unity  of  the  course 
has  been  well  kept,  and  though  unfortunately 
Dr.  Hazen's  time  is  limited  to  three  hours  a 
week  we  can  but  wish  him  the  best  of  suc- 
cess in  his  new  work. 

Accounts  of  the  extended  Easter  trips  of 
the  Musical  Clubs  and  the  Senior  Dramatics 
appear  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  That  they 
were  highly  successful  is  indicated  by  the 
numerous  press  notices  which  compliment 
both  organizations  upon  the  high  merit  of  the 
performances  wherever  given  and  compare 
these  favorably  with  those  given  by  similar 
college  organizations  throughout  the  country. 
The  College  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  the 
high  standard  which  Amherst  clubs  have 
always  maintained  and  which  was  lowered  in 
no  degree  by  the  organizations  this  year. 
Great  praise  is  due  the  leaders,  managers 
and  individual  members  of  the  Musical  asso- 
ciation and  the  Dramatics  cast  for  the  hard, 
faithful  work  done  to  make  the  Easter  trips 
a  success.  The  alumni,  too,  in  the  various 
cities  visited  by  the  clubs  contributed  much 
to  make  the  trip  socially  successful  and  for 
their  interest  and  cooperation  deserve  the 
thanks  of  the  College. 

The  urging  of  men  to  come  out  in  com- 
petition for  the  various  athletic  teams  at  the 
beginning  of  every  term  has  come  to  be  a 
regular  and  rather  trite  subject,  but  we 
feel  that  at  this  time  it  should  be  made 
especially  emphatic.  This  year  is  one  of 
the  greatest  importance  in  Amherst  athletics, 
and  it  is  necessary  that  the  College  should 


put  a  strong  track  team  into  the  field. 
Amherst  was  not  extremely  fortunate  In  t 
athletic  meets  last  spring  and  the  smaJJ 
margin  by  which  the  team  was  defeated  by 
Williams  and  M.  I.  T.  made  it  seem  espec- 
ially discouraging.  As  yet  but  thirty  men 
have  reported  for  training  in  competition  for 
the  team  and  these  very  largely  from  the 
lower  classes  which  are  doing  well  in  num- 
bers at  least.  There  is  just  as  good  athletic 
material  in  College  now  as  ever,  if  only 
developed,  and  it  is  strongly  urged  that  every 
athlete,  especially  those  in  the  junior  and 
senior  classes,  come  out  immediately  and 
get  the  training  started  early  on  a  good  run- 
ning basis.  The  captain  and  manager  are 
working  hard  for  a  good  team,  but  it  remains 
entirely  with  the  College  as  to  what  sort  of  a 
showing  Amherst  will  make  on  the  track  this 
season. 


The  death  of  Charles  E.  Dyer,  of  the 
class  of  1901,  came  to  our  entire  commu- 
nity with  a  sudden  shock  and  a  deep  sense  of 
bereavement.  In  Mr.  Dyer's  death  Amherst 
realizes  the  loss  of  a  true  and  devoted  son  ; 
undergraduates  and  faculty  alike  mourn  for 
the  sincere  friend  and  the  conscientious 
student.  It  is  needless  here  to  eulogize  a 
life  whose  splendid  qualities  we  had  all 
beheld  and  recognized.  Mr.  Dyer  quickly 
won  the  esteem  and  the  confidence  of  -ajjf 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  It  is  net 
often  that  the  sad  duty  devolves  upon  us  of 
chronicling  the  departure  from  our  midst  of 
so  high  a  Christian  character,  before  whom 
so  bright  a  future  opened.  It  is  in  no  per- 
functory fashion  that  we  thus,  voicing  the 
feelings  of  the  entire  College,  pay  our  tribute 
to  one  whose  memory  should  rest  upon  us 
as  an  inspiration,  and  in  whose  death,  pre- 
mature as  it  may  to  us  appear,  we  view  a 
manifestation  of  Divine  will. 


This  afternoon  on  Pratt  Field  Amherst 
plays  the  most  important  baseball  game  pre- 
ceding her  first  championship  contest  next 
week  Wednesday,  when  we  meet  Wesleyan 
at  Middletown.  Williams  has  already  met 
Yale  on  the  diamond,  and  to-day  our  nine  is  to 
play  with  the  same  team.  Whether  our  base- 
ball representatives  show  signs  of  strength 
or  weakness  depends  largely  on  whether  the 
players  feel  there  are  only  nine  of  them  try- 
ing to  uphold  the  Purple  and  White,  or 
rather  that  every  man  in  Amherst  is  taking 
the  same  intense  interest  in  each  play  as  do 
the  men  on  the  diamond.  Every  member 
of  the  College  who  wants  to  have  the  baseball 
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team  play  a  strong  game  this  afternoon,  if 
he  is  in  earnest,  will  be  down  on  Pratt  Field, 
and  not  be  afraid  of  using  up  some  of  his  own 
energy  in  making  his  support  of  the  team  heard 
and  felt.  Next  Wednesday  comes  the  first 
championship  game  of  the  season  for  our 
team.  We  hope  that  there  will  be  more 
than  enough  men  accompany  the  team  to 
Middletown  to  obtain  the  special  rates 
offered  to  a  delegation  of  fifty.  Such  a  trip 
will,  besides  being  an  immense  encourage- 
ment to  the  players,  give  the  escorting  stu- 
dents a  fine  opportunity  to  see  the  college 
with  which  we  have  so  recently  entered  into 
an  alliance.  Those  who  cannot  show  their 
loyalty  in  this  way  should  not  fail  to  be  at 
the  station  when  the  team  leaves  at  10-20 
o'clock  next  Wednesday  morning,  and  make 
the  players  feel  that  they  have  four  hundred 
men  back  of  them. 


With  this  issue  a  new  editorial  board 
assumes  charge  of  the  management  of  The 
Student.  We  take  up  the  pen  dropped  by 
our  predecessors  with  a  determination  to 
meet  the  responsibilities  of  the  position,  to 
maintain  the  excellent  standard  set  by  them, 
and  to  do  our  share  in  improving  the  weekly 
publication  of  the  College.  It  shall  be  our 
policy  and  aim  to  continue  the  issuing  of  a 
journal  representative  of  the  College  and 
loyal  to  her  interests  and  welfare.  We  shall 
endeavor  to  present  from  week  to  week  in 
an  impartial  manner  and  with  accuracy, 
completeness  and  attractiveness  accounts  of 
all  events  which  are  of  interest  to  Amherst 
men.  Though  more  directly  concerned  in 
the  life  of  the  undergraduates  whom  we 
represent,  The  Student  hopes  to  keep  in 
sympathetic  touch  with  the  alumni,  and  with 
this  purpose  in  view  a  portion  of  the  paper 
will  be  devoted  to  a  record  of  the  honors 
achieved  by  the  graduates.  The  publishing 
of  exchange  letters  from  our  sister  colleges, 
Williams  and  Wesleyan,  will  continue  as  a 
feature  with  the  hope  that  through  the  inti- 
mate relations  of  the  three  college  journals 
The  Student  may  do  Its  share  in  strength- 
ening the  new  league.  Editorially  we  shall 
endeavor  to  express  the  conservative  con- 
victions of  the  student  body,  ever  ready  and 
fearless  to  denounce  whatever  is  detrimental 
to  the  College  and  equally  alert  to  sound  her 
praises  on  all  occasions.  It  shall  be  our 
purpose  to  voice  Amherst  sentiment,  taking 
the  lead  and  largely  determining  that  senti- 
ment. All  editorial  articles  will  be  designed 
for  the  purpose  of  constructive  rather  than 
destructive  criticism.    The  columns  of  The 


Student  stand  open  to  alumni,  undergradu- 
ates and  faculty  alike  for  freedom  of  expres- 
sion on  all  affairs  pertaining  to  the  College, 
yet  with  the  understanding  that  as  a  board 
we  assume  no  responsibility  for  opinions 
expressed  in  these  communications  Our 
relations  with  the  student  body  we  desire  to 
be  of  the  friendliest  character,  and  at  the 
very  outset  wish  to  impress  upon  the  under- 
graduates that  The  Student  is  not  published 
for  the  benefit  of  a  few  but  for  the  interest 
and  advantage  of  the  whole  College,  from 
whom  we  rightly  expect  support  and  ac- 
tive assistance.  The  new  board  assumes 
charge  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  period  in 
the  College,  characterized  not  only  by  new 
athletic  relations,  but  also  by  an  early  inau- 
guration of  a  new  administration.  We  most 
sincerely  hope  that  during  this  eventful 
period  we  may  represent  the  College  fittingly 
and  that  our  hopes  to  promote  her  interests 
will  meet  with  success.

CHARLES  EDWARD  DYER. 


Again  the  Collage  ranks  have  been  broken 
by  the  death  of  one  of  its  members,  Charles 
Edward  Dyer,  a  young  man  of  sterling  quali- 
ties and  of  a  high  Christian  character, the  loss 
of  whom  his  college  mates  and  professors 
deeply  mourn  and  extend  to  the  bereaved 
family  their  heartfelt  sympathy.  Thursday 
before  the  close  of  the  winter  term  he  was 
among  us,  apparently  in  good  health  and 
cheerfully  making  plans  for  the  future.  The 
next  day  he  was  taken  sick  and  on  Saturday 
morning  was  taken  to  Pratt  Cottage  for 
treatment.  Monday  it  was  found  necessary 
to  perform  an  operation  for  appendicitis. 
Although  the  disease  had  reached  an  ad- 
vanced stage  the  operation  was  successful 
and  the  patient's  condition  was  favorable. 
Wednesday  afternoon  his  mother,  sister  and 
brother-in-law,  Dr.  D.  E.  Smith,'91,  reached 
Amherst.  In  the  evening  the  patient  be- 
came worse  and  failed  fast  during  the  night. 
In  less  than  one  week  from  the  beginning  of 
his  illness  he  passed  away,  dying  Thursday 
morning,  March  30.  Simple  services  were 
held  at  the  hospital  at  11-30  o'clock  and 
were  conducted  by  Dr.  Hitchcock  and  Pro- 
fessor Genung.  Mrs.  C.  R.  Fay  sang. 
Members  of  the  faculty  and  students  who 
had  remained  in  town  attended.  The 
bearers  were  C.  E.  Mitchell  and  R.  C. 
Smith,'99,  H.  J.   Elam  and  W.   F.  Stutz, 

1901,  E.  S.  Keay  and  G.  V.  D.  Titsworth, 

1902.  The  family  started  with  the  body 
Thursday  afternoon  for  Minneapolis,  Minn. 
Impressive  and  largely  attended  funeral  ser- 
vices were  held  there  on  Easter  Sunday. 
The  members  of  the  Chi  Psi  chapter  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota  attended  in  a  body. 

Charles  Edward  Dyer,  Jr.,  was  born  in 
Detroit,  Mich.,  May  25,  1879.  He  entered 
Amherst  from  the  East  Minneapolis  High 
School  and  became  a  loyal  member  of  the 
class  of  1901.  Although  quiet  and  unas- 
suming in  his  manner,  he  was  popular  with 
his  classmates  and  known  by  all  as  a  man  of 


sterling  worth.  He  was  an  excellent  scholar 
and  a  hard  and  conscientious  worker.  As  a 
speaker  he  achieved  honor  by  his  election  to 
the  Kellogg  Fifteen  this  year.  Mr.  Dyer 
was  fond  of  music  and  took  a  prominent  part 
in  the  musical  life  of  the  College.  Beside 
singing  on  the  College  Glee  club,  Choir  and 
Quartet,  he  was  constantly  taking  part  in 
musical  entertainments  at  the  homes  of 
members  of  the  faculty  and  of  the  towns- 
people. He  was  always  ready  and  willing  to 
help  anyone  who  desired  his  assistance.  His 
genial  disposition  and  perfectly  gentlemanli- 
ness  won  the  admiration  of  all.  He  identi- 
fied himself  with  the  religious  life  of  the 
College  and  possessed  a  strong  Christian 
character.  A  lover  of  music  and  everything 
refined,  he  was  a  most  companionable  friend, 
and  he  will  be  greatly  missed  by  those  with 
whom  he  was  most  closely  associated.  His 
mother,  two  sisters  and  brother  survive  him.

The  verses  may  be  adapted 
to  some  popular  song,  but  original  music 
will  be  considered  by  the  committee  in  de- 
termining the  excellence  of  the  contribu- 
tions.

At  the  ban- 
quet held  Thursday  evening  in  Hotel  Marl- 
borough, New  York,  W.  A.  Dyer,  1900, 
responded  to  the  toast  ■'  The  Open  Door  in 
New  England."  The  next  district  council 
will  be  held  at  Springfield  in  1901  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Amherst  chapter.  H.  R. 
French,  '99,  W.  A.  Dyer  and  T.  V.  Parker, 
1900,  and  F.  E.  Wade,  1901 ,  represented 
the  local  chapter  at  the  convention. 


DR.  PARKHURST'S  SERMON. 

Last  Sunday  Dr.  Charles  H.  Parkhurst, 
'66,  of  New  York,  filled  the  pulpit  in  the 
College  Church.  In  spite  of  the  inclemency 
of  the  weather  the  return  of  one  of  Amherst's 
most  illustrious  sons  to  preach  in  the  pulpit 
of  his  Alma  Mater  was  hailed  by  not  only  the 
entire  student  body  but  by  a  vast  number  of 
townspeople  who  crowded  the  church. 
Every  seat  was  taken  and  settees  and  chairs 
were  placed  in  the  aisles  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  large  congregation.  None  of 
those  who  came  to  hear  Dr.  Parkhurst  went 
away  disappointed,  for  the  sermon  which  he 
delivered  teemed  with  that  same  power  and 
piercing  virility  for  which  he  is  famous. 

After  an  earnest  prayer  for  the  College  so 
dear  to  his  heart,  Dr.  Parkhurst  preached  a 
sermon  on  "  Human  genius  for  degeneracy," 


taking  his  text  from  II  Kings  17:  16.  In 
the  very  limited  space  at  our  disposal  it  is 
impossible  to  give  more  than  a  few  of  the 
significant  and  characteristtc  sentences 
which  ran  thronghout  the  entire  sermon. 

There  is  no  work  in  which  one  so  soon 
becomes  tired  as  in  the  work  of  being  good. 
References  were  made  to  Adam,  Cain, 
Noah,  Joshua  and  other  characters  in  both 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  While  there 
is  a  possibility  of  becoming  better,  yet  so 
long  as  things  are  left  to  themselves  to  work 
in  their  own  way  they  are  sure  to  become 
worse.  A  stone  rolling  down  hill  will  roll 
faster  and  faster  ;  just  so  anything  else  going 
down  hill  will  go  faster  and  faster.  After 
speaking  of  Luther  and  the  Reformation,  Dr. 
Parkhurst  declared  that  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land stands  in  need  of  a  Luther  as  much 
to-day  as  the  church  ever  did  before  the 
Reformation. 

"  My  sermon  so  far  has  not  been  encour- 
aging ;  it  was  not  meant  to  be.  The  opti- 
mism that  looks  only  at  the  bright  side  of 
things  is  not  calculated  to  make  anything 
better.  Saint  Paul  was  so  much  an  opti- 
mist that  he  could  see  the  devil  without  lying. 
We  are  placed  in  a  world  that  must  be  car- 
ried back  from  worse  to  bad  and  from  bad 
to  good.  We  cannot  withstand  and  turn 
back  the  tide  of  evil  unless  we  have  first 
reversed  the  current  in  our  own  bosoms.  If 
we  are  only  a  chip  on  the  wave  we  cannot 
turn  back  the  wave.  The  only  power  that 
will  hold  a  man  erect  in  this  wave  is  relig- 
ious power,  the  power  of  God." 

Dr.  Parkhurst  then  paid  a  very  beautiful 
tribute  to  the  noble  character  of  Gladstone, 
mentioning  him  as  a  man  whose  influence 
was  to  lift  the  world  upward  and  heavenward. 
The  sermon  ended  with  a  note  of  hope  and 
confidence  in  the  upward  and  onward  sweep 
of  humanity. 


Williams  has  suffered  irreparable  losses 
the  past  week  in  the  deaths  of  two  of  her 
most  prominent  alumni,  Ex-Chief  Justice 
Stephen  Johnson  Field.  '37,  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  and  Hon.  Frederick  Ferris  Thomp- 
son, '56.  Stephen  J.  Field  was  one  of  the 
famous  family  of  Field  brothers,  all  of  whom 
were  graduates  of  Williams,  and  each  of 
whom  achieved  remarkable  success  in  his 
profession.  Frederick  Ferris  Thompson  was 
a  trustee,  and  the  most  liberal  benefactor  of 
the  college.  Among  other  gifts  he  presented 
the  college  with  the  three  laboratories,  and 
had  given  the  college  nearly  half  a  million 
dollars. 


AMHERST  CLUB  OF  CHICAGO. 

The  Amherst  Club  of  Chicago  completed 
its  organization  on  March  27,  1899,  and 
attests  its  existence  by  a  handsome  purple 
covered  pamphlet  of  four  pages  containing 
the  by-laws  and  the  list  of  members  com- 
prising thirty-five  alumni.  This  club  super- 
sedes the  "  Western  Alumni  Association  of 
Amherst  College,"  and  has  for  its  president 
Hon.  Edwin  F.  Bayley,'68,  and  for  its  secre- 
tary Stuart  W.  French,  '89.  The  club  will 
meet  informally  once  a  month  at  a  table 
d'hote  dinner  to  be  given  at  the  Pullman  Cafe\ 
The  dues  are  one  dollar  per  year.

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BASEBALL. 

Yale,  12  ;  Amherst,  0. 
Amherst  played  her  first  regular  baseball 
game  of  the  season  last  Saturday  with  Yale. 
In  spite  of  the  large  score  Yale  made,  with 
the  exception  of  two  innings,  Amherst  played 
a  good  game.  A  lack  of  general  steadiness 
at  critical  times  and  inability  to  bunch  hits 
gave  evidence  of  a  lack  of  practice,  for 
which  the  unfavorable  weather  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  month  is  partly  responsible. 
Yale's  playing  was  characterized  by  good,  all 
round  work  both  in  the  field  and  at  the  bat. 
Her  pitchers  were  steady,  not  allowing  a  single 
man  to  reach  first  on  balls.  Rushmore  only 
permitted  seven  hits,  but  lacked  control,  hit- 
ting four  men,  and  sending  two  to  first  on 
balls. 

In  the  first  inning  Wear,  of  Yale,  gave 
signs  of  his  batting  ability  when  he  knocked 
out  a  two-bagger.  Then  Wallace,  Camp 
and  Sullivan  followed  with  singles  and  three 
men  scored,  while  Sullivan  was  very  neatly 
caught  at  second.  In  the  second  half  of 
the  inning  not  an  Amherst  man  reached  first. 
When  Yale  next  came  to  bat  her  first  two 
men  were  caught  out  at  once,  and  deSaulles, 
who  reached  first  on  being  hit  by  a  pitched 
ball,  was  caught  while  trying  to  steal  second. 
In  the  second  half  of  this  inning  Amherst 
would  have  scored  but  for  poor  coaching. 
With  W.  A.  Thompson  and  Whitney  on 
second  and  third,  respectively,  and  no  one 
out,  Foster  was  caught  out  on  a  fly  to  de- 
Saulles, and  then  C.  B.  Thompson  hit  a  fly 
to  center  field.  This  too  was  caught,  but 
plenty  of  time  was  given  Whitney  to  get 
home  afterward.  He  started,  but  was  not 
properly  coached  and  returned  to  third.  By 
this  move  Thompson  was  compelled  to 
return  to  second  but  was  put  out  before  he 
reached  there. 

In  the  third  inning  Wear  made  a  three- 
base  hit  and  scored  on  Wallace's  long  fly  to 
center.  -The  fourth  inning  was  the  one  in 
which  Amherst  did  the  poorest  playing. 
Rushmore  lost  his  control  of  the  ball  and 
then  the  whole  team  went  to  pieces.  Two 
men  were  hit  by  pitched  balls,  two  were  given 
bases  on  balls,  and  with  only  one  hit  but  two 
errors  every  Yale  man  had  a  turn  at  the  bat, 
and  six  runs  were  scored.  After  this 
Amherst  settled  down  to  the  game  again  and 
in  the  next  three  innings  the  first  three  men 
to  the  bat  were  put  out  in  order. 

In  the  seventh  inning  W.  A.  Thompson 
made  a  two-base  hit,  and  reached  third. 


Whitney  came  to  the  bat,  hit  the  ball  toward 
third,  started  for  first,  then  decided  it  was  a 
foul  and  returned  to  the  box.  The  ball 
landed  fair,  but  was  muffed.  The  batters 
who  followed  were  unable  to  make  a  hit 
when  needed  and  two  men  were  left  on 
bases.  In  the  next  inning  Yale  made  there 
hits  and  two  runs.  Amherst  made  two  hits 
and  with  two  men  on  bases  Righter  came  to 
the  bat  but  flied  out  to  right  field.  Neither 
side  scored  in  the  ninth.  The  score  was  as 
follows  :

Wesleyan,  13;  Amherst,  2. 

Amherst  lost  her  first  championship  game 
to  Wesleyan  at  Middletown,  Wednesday,  by 
the  score  of  13  to  2.  Wesleyan  played  a 
strong  game  and  hit  Rushmore  hard,  he  be- 
ing very  ineffective  and  having  nine  bases 
on  balls  and  one  wild  pitch  against  his  rec- 
ord. The  work  of  the  Amherst  team  in  the 
field  as  a  whole  showed  improvement  over  last 
Saturday's  game  with  Yale,  but  it  still  gives 
evidence  of  weakness  in  batting.  Hits  could 
not  be  made  when  needed,  and  when  the  ball 
was  hit,  it  usually  resulted  in  an  infield  fly. 
Whitney  and  Tinker  played  well,  the  latter 
catching  one  difficult  foul  and  accepting  sev- 
eral difficult  chances  without  an  error. 
Righter  and  Foster  did  the  best  batting  for 
Amherst.  Lufkin,  a  freshman,  pitched  a 
good  game  for  Wesleyan  and  received  fine 
support.  Raymond  and  Anderson  played 
well.  Tirrell,  Anderson  and  Terrell  led  the 
batttng,  Tirrell  knocking  out  a  triple,  and 
Anderson  and  Terrell  two-baggers. 

Amherst  was  first  at  bat  but  went  out  in  one, 
two  and  three  order.  For  Wesleyan  Ander- 
son drew  a  base  on  balls,  MacNaughten  re- 


ceived the  same  and  both  were  advanced  on 
a  wild  pitch.  Raymond  cracked  out  a  sin- 
gle, scoring  Anderson,  and  MacNaughten 
stole  second.  The  next  three  men  went  out 
in  order.  Righter  struck  out.  W.  A. 
Thompson  hit  to  centre  field  and  scored  on 
Thompson's  error.  Messinger  went  out  on 
a  fly  to  Townsend,  and  Foster  was  out  on  a 
fly  to  Anderson.  In  this  inning  Wesleyan 
aided  by  two  bases  on  balls  by  Rushmore 
and  heavy  hitting,  scored  five  runs.  Tirrell 
singled.  Dodds,  who  was  substituted  for 
Thompson  drew  a  base  on  balls  and  Lufkin 
reached  first  on  player's  option.  Anderson 
knocked  a  double,  clearing  the  bases.  Mac- 
Naughten went  out  on  a  fly  to  Thompson, 
Raymond  struck  out  and  Terrell  hit  for  two 
bases,  scoring  Anderson.  Townsend  reached 
first  on  Crapo's  error,  and  Terrell  scored. 
Inglis  received  a  base  on  balls.  Tirrell  hit 
to  right  field  and  Fisher  by  a  beautiful  throw 
cut  off  Townsend  at  the  home  plate,  retiring 
the  side. 

Neither  side  scored  in  the  third  inning. 
Whitney  went  to  bat  for  Amherst  and 
reached  first  on  called  balls.  Righter  sin- 
gled and  stole  second.  Thompson  went  out 
on  a  fly  to  Tirrell  and  Whitney  scored. 
Messinger  and  Foster  went  out  in  order. 
Amherst  failed  to  score  again  during  the 
game.  In  her  half  of  the  inning  Wesleyan 
did  not  score.  Wesleyan  scored  four  runs 
in  the  fifth.  Tirrell  and  Dodds  drew  bases 
on  balls,  Lufkin  struck  out,  and  Anderson 
reached  first  on  called  balls.  MacNaughten 
singled,  scoring  Tirrell  and  Dodds.  Ray- 
mond also  singled,  scoring  Anderson  and 
MacNaughten.  Raymond  stole  second. 
Terrell  hit  to  Righter  and  was  thrown  out  at 
first.  Townsend  hit,  but  was  thrown  out  at 
first  by  Thompson.  No  more  scoring  was 
done  until  the  ninth,  when  two  more  runs 
were  added  to  Wesleyan's  score.  Terrell 
was  out  by  Rushmore's  assist,  Townsend 
reached  first  on  Thompson's  error,  and 
Inglis  was  hit  by  a  pitched  ball.  Tirrell 
knocked  a  double  and  Thompson  and  Inglis 
scored.  Dodds  reached  first  on  option  and 
Tirrell  was  thrown  out  at  home.  Lufkin 
reached  first  on  called  balls  and  Dodds  was 
put  out  at  third,  retiring  the  side.

CRITICISM  OF  THE  TEAM. 

The  result  of  Amherst's  first  championship 
baseball  game  was  a  disappointment  to  the 
entire  College.  Allowing  for  the  disadvan- 
tages under  which  the  team  has  been  work- 
ing during  the  first  part  of  the  season,  much 
can  be  said  in  justly  criticising  the  unsteadi- 
ness of  the  players.  The  games  with  Yale 
and  Wesleyan  showed  that  the  men  were 
weak  in  the  very  points  in  which  they  have 
had  most  drill.  The  entire  lack  of  control 
on  the  part  of  the  College  pitcher  is  a  source 
of  keen  disappointment,  and  it  hoped  that 
he  will  settle  down  to  the  steady  work  which 
characterized  his  playing  last  year.  In  bat- 
ting the  team  is  still  unable  to  bunch  and 
place  their  hits,  and  unless  this  defect  can 
be  remedied  Amherst's  chances  of  running 
up  large  scores  will  be  slight.  An  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  the  fielding  which 
deserves  much  praise.  In  spite  of  the  defeat 
at  the  beginning  of  the  championship  series 
the  College  has  great  confidence  in  the 
ability  of  the  team  and  is  ready  to  support  it 
at  every  game. 

GAMES  TO-DAY. 

This  afternoon  we  play  Tufts  on  Pratt 
Field.  The  Tufts  baseball  players  are  put- 
ting up  a  good  game  this  year  and  guarantee 
a  fine  exhibition  of  baseball  this  afternoon. 
Last  year  we  defeated  their  team  7-3  ;  this 
year  we  hope  to  do  better,  but  to  run  up  a 
larger  score  our  men  will  have  to  play  good 
steady  ball  supported  by  the  rest  of  the 
College. 

Other  games  scheduled  for  this  afternoon 
are  :  Harvard  vs.  Williams,  at  Williamstown; 
Cornell  vs.  Princeton,  at  Princeton  ;  Syra- 
cuse University  vs.  Wesleyan,  at  Middle- 
town ;  Brown  vs.  Yale,  at  New  Haven  ;  and 
Dartmouth  vs.  Phillips  Academy,  at  Exeter. 

NEXT  WEEK. 

On  Monday  Syracuse  University  plays 
with  the  College  team  on  Pratt  Field.  The 
Syracuse  team  is  now  making  a  trip  through 


this  part  of  the  country.  She  played  Wil- 1 
Hams  Wednesday,  meets  Wesleyan  this 
afternoon  and  comes  here  on  Monday,  after 
having  met  on  the  diamond  two  of  our  rivals. 
It  is  very  important  that  Amherst  plays 
against  her  the  best  ball  she  is  capable  of 
playing,  and  the  results  will  be  noted  with 
interest. 

Wednesday  afternoon  Amherst  plays  her 
second  championship  game  and  meets  Wil- 
liams for  the  first  time  this  season.  The 
management  expects  the  entire  college  to 
turn  out  and  support  the  team.  Nearly  two 
hundred  Williams  men  have  signified  their 
intentions  of  attending  the  game  and  cheer- 
ing their  team  on  to  victory.  Accordingly 
Amherst  men  must  make  an  extra  effort  to 
be  present  on  Pratt  Field  Wednesday  after- 
noon and  encourage  the  wearers  of  the 
Purple  and  the  White  to  do  their  best.

DORMITORY  ROOMS. 

A  student  who  is  occupying  a  dormitory 
room  is  allowed  until  May  1  to  retain  the 
same  for  the  succeeding  year.  After  May  1 
members  of  the  Coilege  may  draw  for  choice 
of  unengaged  rooms  in  the  following  order  : 
On  May  2,  members  of  the  incoming  senior 
class  ;  on  May  4,  members  of  the  incoming 
junior  class  ;  and  on  May  5,  members  of  the 


incoming  sophomore  class.  The  drawings- 
will  take  place  at  4  p.  m.  on  each  of  the  days^f 
specified.  After  the  last  date  rooms  will  be 
rented  as  called  for  or  may  be  reserved  for 
members  of  the  incoming  freshman  class. 
Application  for  rooms  should  be  made  to 
the  assistant  registrar.  Bills  for  room  rent 
are  payable  at  the  registrar's  office,  and 
are  due,  one-quarter  on  engaging  the  room, 
one-quarter  on  the  first  of  October,  and  the 
balance  on  the  first  of  March. 

CHESS  TOURNAMENT. 

The  Amherst-Williams  chess  tournament 
which  was  played  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  room 
on  Friday  and  Saturday  of  last  week 
resulted  in  a  victory  for  Williams  by  a  very 
small  margin.  The  following  is  the  result 
of  the  games:  In  the  first  round  R.  S.  Hub- 
bard, 1900,  defeated  Rutter,  '99,  of  Wil- 
liams; Ward,  1900,  was  defeated  by  Carr, 
'99,  of  Williams  ;  and  Giese,  1902,  defeated 
Marvin,  1901,  of  Williams.  In  the  second 
round,  Hubbard  defeated  Marvin;  Ward  was 
defeated  by  Rutter,  and  Giese  played  a  draw 
game  with  Carr.  In  the  third  round  Hubbard 
played  a  draw  game  with  Carr ;  Ward  was 
defeated  by  Marvin,  and  Giese  played  a  draw 
game  with  Rutter.  Although  each  team  had 
an  equal  score  at  the  close,  according  to 
the  rules  of  the  contest  the  tournament  was 
awarded  to  the  side  having  an  advantage  in^ 
the  last  game,  which  was  stopped  at  the  end 
of  the  four  hours'  limit.  Rutter  was  one 
pawn  ahead  of  Giese  when  the  time  limit 
expired.  The  final  decision  was  left  to 
Herman  Helms  of  the  Brooklyn  chess  club 
who  awarded  the  game  to  Rutter,  thus  mak- 
ing the  Williams  team  the  winners  of  the 
tournament.

confer  with  the  manager  and  another  repre- 
sentative of  the  club  or  association,  and  no 
engagements  shall  be  made  without  the 
approval  of  this  committee.

WILLIAMS  LETTER. 

With  the  return  of  spring,  college  interest 
naturally  centers  in  baseball  and  track  ath- 
letics, and  the  outlook  here  at  Williams  this 
year  has  been  sufficiently  encouraging  to 
warrant  the  making  of  unusually  heavy 
schedules  in  both  branches.  The  follow- 
ing men  have  been  taken  to  the  train- 
ing table:  Reardon  (capt.),  Jansen,  Sargent, 
'99 ;  Edwards,  Plunkett.  Risley,  Seaver, 
Russell,  1900;  Lydecker,  Street,  Bent, 
1901  ;  Ranger,  Heffernan.  Jeffrey,  1902. 
The  college  has  great  confidence  in  the  abil- 
ity of  Captain  Reardon  and  Coach  Ganzel  to 
develop  from  these  men  a  strong  team. 
Our  strong  point  this  year  is  the  battery, 
which  consists  of  Jansen,  Plunkett,  and 
Bent,  pitchers,  and  Edward  and  Ranger, 
catchers.  The  other  positions  on  the  team 
are  filled  almost  as  last  year,  and  second 
base,  covered  by  Captain  Reardon,  is  one 
of  the  strongest  points.  Captain  Reardon  is 
without  doubt  the  best  fielder  and  hitter  on 
the  team. 

The  track  team  suffered  considerable 
inconvenience  from  the  unprecedented  April 
weather,  but  gymnasium  work  has  been 
faithfully  kept  up  through  the  winter  and 
now  that  the  men  have  got  outdoors  they 
expect  to  develop  rapidly.  The  team  is  as 
strong  as  usual  in  long  distance  runs,  sprints, 
and  hurdles,  but  is  rather  weak  in  the  field, 
especially  in  the  weight  events  and  the  broad 
jump,  but  in  addition  to  the  old  members, 
several  promising  freshmen  have  come  out 
as  candidates  for  these  events,  and  some  of 
them  are  doing  extremely  good  work.  Inter- 
est in  track  athletics  is  decidedly  increasing 
as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  six  meets  are 
scheduled.  The  training  table  will  be  started 
the  middle  of  May,  but  the  team  began  reg- 
ular training  last  week. 

The  faculty  has  revised  the  administrative 
rule,  so  that  the  rule  now  allows  men  carry- 
ing one  condition  to  represent  the  college  on 
its  various  organizations.

PROFESSOR  SMITH'S   NEW  BOOK. 

The  following  flattering  review  of  Profes- 
sor Smith's  new  book,  recently  published  by 
Charles  Scribner's  Sons,  New  York,  was 
taken  from  the  Outlook  of  April  1  : 

"  A  Critical  and  Exegetical  Commentary 
on  the  books  of  Samuel,"  by  Prof. 
Henry  Preserved  Smith,  now  of  Amherst 
College,  is  the  latest  installment  of  the 
International  Critical  Commentary,  and  in 
merit  ranks  with  the  best  that  have 
appeared.  A  difference  of  type  distinguishes 
for  the  ordinary  Bible  reader  the  exegetical 
portions  with  which  he  is  chiefly  concerned. 
The  two  books  of  Samuel,  which  in  Hebrew 
manuscripts  are  one,  are  evidently,  like  the 
Hexateuch,  composite.  With  the  exception 
of  the  appendix  (2,  xxi-xxiv)  which  is  com- 
posed of  pieces  of  varied  origin,  the  rest  of 
the  work  seems  to  have  been  made  up  prin- 
cipally from  a  preexisting  biography  of  Sam- 
uel, and  a  still  older  life  of  Saul.  These 
can  be  distinguished  easily  in  1,  i.-xv.,  while 
more  difficult  to  separate  in  1,  xvi. — 2,i.  In 
2,  ix. — xx.,  a  "  block  of  homogeneous  mat- 
ter "  is  recognized  as  assignable  to  the  Saul 
document,  while  the  preceding  matter  is  dis- 
tributed between  this  and  the  other,  for  which 
a  comparatively  late  date,  in  or  a;ter  the 
Exile,  is  thought  probable.  The  two  docu- 
ments differ  much  in  their  theological  ideas. 
Those  of  the  older  Saul  document  are  quite 
primitive.  The  superstitions  and  moral 
crudity  or  enormity,  which  uncritical  teachers 
in  far  too  many  cases  still  treat  as  mysteri- 
ously belonging  to  divine  revelation,  are 
treated  in  this  commentary  as  evincing  the 
rawness  of  the  early  pupils  of  the  spirit.  No 
books  of  the  Old  Testament  needed  this 
enlightened  treatment  more  than  the  books 
of  Samuel,  and  the  task  could  have  fallen  to 
none  more  competent  for  it  than  Professor 
Smith." 


THE  APRIL  LIT. 

The  first  number  of  Vol.  XIV.  of  the  Lit., 
published  by  the  new  board  of  editors,  made 
its  appearance  last  Saturday.  The  magazine 
shows  no  change  in  outward  form,  and  con- 
tains less  than  the  usual  number  of  contribu- 
tions and  these  largely  by  members  of  the 
board,  the  name  of  only  one  new  contributor 
appearing,  that  of  L.  H.  Rockwell.  In  a 
'  clearly  stated  editorial,  the  new  board 
defines  its  policy.  Several  innovations  in 
the  character  of  the  magazine  are  proposed 
and  the  board  urgently  and  justly  asks  for 
more  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  student 
body  in  the  matter  of  contributions.  The 
issue  opens  with  verses,  "  When  the  Violet 
Blows,"  by  Loren  H.  Rockwell,  1901. 
Following  this,  in  an  essay,  "  Concerning 
Beauty,"  E.  B.  Nitchie,  '99,  develops  the 
two-fold  idea  of  beauty — the  sensuous  and 
the  spirtual — as  conceived  by  Edmund 
Spenser.  Two  stanzas  on  "  Night  Harmo- 
nies," by  Emery  Pottle,  '99,  follow.  "A 
Dreamer  in  German,"  by  R.  P.  Sibley  is 
the  title  of  the  next  article.  Next  appear 
lines  by  E.  H.  W.,  "  In  the  College  Church." 
"  The  Treasure-Trove  of  Peck's  Island,"  is 
the  subject  of  a  short  sketch  centering  about 
the  story  of  Captain  Kidd,  written  by  L.  K. 
K.  The  "  Sketch  Book  "  contains  a  poem 
by  Walter  A.  Dyer,  1900,  entitled,  "  Upon 
her  Head,"  and  a  well-written  article  by  G. 
S.  Bryan.  The  other  editorials  beside  the 
one  already  mentioned  have  to  do  with  the 
announcement  of  the  Amherst  prize  song 
competition  and  with  the  recent  illness  of 
Rudyard  Kipling.     The    editorial  column! 
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The  action  taken  by  the  baseball  manage- 
ment in  restricting  the  award  of  A's  on  the 
baseball  team  is  to  be  commended.  It 
is  a  step  along  the  line  advocated  by  The 
Student  in  regard  to  revising  the  method  of 
awarding  the  athletic  emblem  of  honor,  and 
as  such  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  entire 
College.  The  new  rule,  which  provides  that 
the  baseball  players  must  participate  in  at 
least  three  championship  games  to  receive 
an  A,  will  tend  to  increase  the  value  of  the 
emblem  and  at  the  same  time  do  away  with 
the  possibility  of  a  member  of  the  team 
receiving  the  honor  for  playing  only  a  few 
minutes  in  a  championship  game. 


By  request  we  publish  in  another  column 
the  faculty  regulation  dealing  with  student 
representation  upon  college  clubs  and  ath- 
letic teams.  The  provisions  of  the  regula- 
tions should  be  borne  in  the  mind  of  every 
student  who  expects  to  take  an  active  part 
in  the  College  organizations  during  the  pres- 
ent term.  Unfortunately  several  men  are  at 
present  debarred  from  representation  upon 
"the  athletic  teams  and  college  clubs  because 
of  delinquency  in  more  than  one  subject. 
The  College  rightly  expects  and  demands 
that  these  men  make  up  their  conditions  at 
once  so  as  to  insure  the  success  of  the  dif- 
ferent college  organizations. 


Wherever  any  large  number  of  persons 
is  assembled  under  one  roof  the  means  of 
escape  in  times  of  fire  is  one  of  the  first 
things  to  be  provided  for.  Ever  since  the 
construction  of  North  and  South  dormitories 
there  has  been  an  evident,  inadequate  pro- 
vision for  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  espec- 
ially during  the  last  few  years  when  the 
rooms  have  been  more  generally  occupied, 
has  this  been  apparent.  Possibly  the  fires 
in  New  York  city  during  the  last  few  months 
which  have  resulted  so  disastrously  in  the 
loss  of  human  life  have  greatly  magnified  the 
apparent  need  of  appliances  for  this  purpose. 
However,  it  would  seem  that  the  seventy  or 
more  students  who  have  their  rooms  in  the 
dormitories  can  justly  expect  some  protec- 
tion, should  an  emergency  ever  arise.  We 
do  not  present  this  subject  in  any  spirit  of 
criticism  of  existing  conditions,  but  as  a 
matter  which  concerns  the  welfare  of  a  large 
number  of  men  and  which  we  believe 
deserves  at  least  a  fair  consideration.  We 
earnestly  hope  that  during  the  summer 
vacation  the  trustees  will  find  it  in  their 
power  to  equip  the  dormitories  with  fire 
escapes  which  will  render  the  upper  floors 
safe  for  the  occupants  at  all  times. 


Attention  has  been  called  to  the  enthusi- 
astic manner  in  which  various  colleges  and 
universities  are  establishing  or  renewing  the 
cld-time  custom  of  gathering  during  the 
pleasant  spring  evenings  at  the  college  fence 
to  sing  college  and  class  songs.  The  Stu- 
dent, therefore,  ventures  again  to  mention 
the  subject  of  college  singing  which  has  so 
often  been  commented  upon  in  these  col- 
umns, believing  more  firmly  than  ever  that 
the  renewal  of  the  custom  at  Amherst  this 
year  will  do  much  to  strengthen  the  ties  of 
friendship  and  to  increase  loyalty  to  the  Col- 
lege. College  singing  has  received  a 
renewed  impulse  at  Yale  this  year  and  the 
college  fence  has  already  been  the  centre  of 
much  enthusiasm.  Other  universities  have 
with  equal  zeal  renewed  the  practice,  and  it 
is  earnestly  hoped  that  our  own  College 
Fence  will  receive  more  attention.  The 
associations  and  sentiments  which  cluster 
around  such  gatherings  on  the  summer 
evenings  tend  to  inspire  one  with  a  spirit  of 
increased  love  for  the  College  and  a  feeling 
of  good  fellowship  which  ought  to  character- 
ize every  Amherst  man.  An  hour  in  the 
evening,  two  or  three  times  a  week,  can  be 
spent  in  no  better  way  than  at  the  College 
Fence  in  singing  and  in  cheering  for  the  ath- 
letic teams  which  appreciate  encouragement 


off  as  well  as  on  the  field.  The  only  appar- 
ent reason  why  more  singing  on  the  Fence 
has  not  been  done  in  late  years  seems  to  be 
that  no  one  in  particular  has  taken  upon  him- 
self the  responsibility  of  arranging  for  such 
gatherings.  The  presidents  of  the  different 
classes  ought  to  feel  that  upon  them  devolves 
the  duty  of  reviving  and  maintaining  this 
profitable  and  enjoyable  custom.  The  Stu- 
dent urges  these  several  class  leaders  to 
take  the  initiative  steps  in  reviving  this  prac- 
tice into  which  we  feel  sure  the  student  body 
will  heartily  enter.

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EDWARD  WINSLOW  CROSS. 

The  ranks  of  the  class  of  Ninety-seven 
have  again  been  broken  by  the  death  of 
Edward  Winslow  Cross,  of  Manchester,  N. 
H.,  which  occurred  last  Sunday  morning 
He  was  attacked  by  the  grip  which  devel- 
oped into  pneumonia  and  he  died  at  his 
home  in  Manchester.  The  funeral  was  held 
last  Wednesday  afternoon,  the  bearers  being 
R.  M.  Chapin,  Harold  Dunham  and  Isaac 
Patch  of  his  class  at  Amherst  and  members 
of  his  class  in  the  Harvard  Law  School. 

Edward  Winslow  Cross  was  born  in  Man- 
chester, N.  H.,  July  21,  1875.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  and  graduated  from  the 
High  school.  The  year  following  the  comple- 
tion of  his  High  school  course,  Mr.  Cross 
studied  at  Phillips  Andover  Academy  for  a 
year  and  then  entered  Amherst,  from  which 
College  he  was  graduated  in  June,  1897. 
The  next  year  he  studied  law  in  his  father's 
office  in  Manchester,  and  last  fall  he  entered 
Harvard  Law  school,  intending  to  remain 
two  years.  Mr.  Cross's  tendency  towards 
the  legal  profession  seemed  to  be  hereditary. 
His  grandfather  was  Judge  Ira  A.  Eastman 
and  his  father's  standing  in  New  Hampshire 
is  well  known. 

Mr.  Cross  considered  law  as  his  vocation 
and  the  study  of  Entomology  was  his  avoca- 
tion. Early  in  his  High  school  course  he 
began  to  gather  and  mount  specimens,  and 
to-day  his  collection  of  geometridae  is  sec- 
ond in  this  country  only  to  that  of  Dr.  G. 
Hultz  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  His  taste  for  this 
science  was  more  than  a  hobby.  He  came 
to  be  an  authority  in  his  own  speciality  and 
acquired  considerable  fame  among  students 
of  lepidoptera  as  an  original  investigator.  He 
had  written  several  articles  for  the  Entomo- 
logical News  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Cana- 
dian Entomologist.  Mr.  Cross  was  recently 
tendered  the  unsolicited  honor  of  being 
elected  to  the  Cambridge  Entomological 
society.  About  two  weeks  ago  Mr.  Cross 
went  to  his  home  from  Cambridge  very  ill, 
and  since  then  his  condition  has  been  criti- 
cal, although  the  latter  part  of  last  week  it 
was  thought  that  he  was  somewhat  improved. 
He  died  at  1-45  o'clock  Sunday  morning. 
His  father  and  mother,  Judge  and  Mrs. 
David  Cross,  and  one  brother,  the  Rev. 
Allen  Eastman  Cross  of  Springfield,  Mass., 
survive  him.

This  is  to  be 
made  a  sort  of  preliminary  meet.  The  men 
who  make  the  best  showing  at  that  time  will 
be  chosen  for  the  intercollegiate  meets  which 
are  to  follow,  viz.:  the  New  England  Inter- 
collegiate meet  at  Worcester,    May  20, 

(intercollegiate  meet  at  New  York,  May  27, 
and  the  meet  of  the  Triangular  league  at 
Amherst,  June  3. 

The  work  of  the  baseball  team  thus  far 
has  not  been  all  that  we  could  wish  for,  and 
yet  the  persistence  of  the  team  gives  prom- 
ise of  better  work  in  the  future.

The  Northampton  city  government  at  their 
last  meeting  voted,  in  joint  session,  to  peti- 
tion the  Legislature  for  the  immediate 
enactment  of  the  bill  to  authorize  the  altera- 
tion of  the  Connecticut  River  bridge  between 
Northampton  and  Hadley,  accord'ng  to  plans 
already  outlined,  in  order  to  allow  the  North- 
ampton-Amherst electric  road  to  cross  the 
bridge.  The  repairs  to  be  made,  if  the  bill 
is  enacted,  include  the  rebuilding  of  the 
floating  pier,  enlarging  and  strengthening  the 
other  piers,  widening  the  superstructure  four 
feet,  adding  a  five-foot  sidewalk  on  the  north 
and  building  a  new  floor  system.  The 
county  is  to  pay  $  1 500.

ADMISSION. 

The  four-year  curriculum  of  the  Classical  Course  leads  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Candidates  for  the  Freshman 
class  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  correspondingly 
older  for  advanced  standing.  Prescribed  subjects  for  exami- 
nation include  Greek,  Latin,  Mathematics,  Ancient  History,  and 
English. 

The  four-year  curriculum  of  the  Scientific  Course  leads  to 
the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  Prescribed  subjects  for 
examination  are  as  above,  omitting  Greek  and  adding  Modern 
Languages,  History  of  England  and  of  the  United  States,  Mod- 
ern Geography,  and  Chemistry  or  Physics. 

Preliminary  examinations  are  allowed  for  admission  to  either 
of  the  above  courses. 

Graduates  of  certain  preparatory  schools  are  admitted  on 
certificate,  without  examination.  The  certificates  and  pass- 
cards  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New 
York  are  also  accepted  in  place  of  examinations. 

Porter  Admission  Prize  of  $50  for  best  examination  for 
admission  to  the  Freshman  class. 

For  admission  to  advanced  standing,  full  equivalents  are 
accepted. 

Regular  entrance  examinations  at  Amherst,  June  2 2d  and 
23rd,  1899,  and  simultaneously  at  preparatory  schools  by 
request. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Graded  Diplomas,  B.  A.  and  B.  S.,  are  awarded  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  foregoing  courses.  Non-competitors  for  these 
degrees  may  pursue  special  courses. 

The  academic  year  is  37  weeks  in  duration,  divided  into 
three  terms.  The  summer  vacation  of  12  weeks  begins  with 
the  last  week  in  June.    Commencement,  June  28,  1899.
